Scheidemann Slates Government 
—Military Deceived in Saying 
Allies Would Be Crushed 


NEW YORK, Oct. 25.--German 
newspapers received here today show 
that sharp criticism of the German 
military policy was. voiced in debate 
during the sitting of the main com- 
mittee of the Reichstag late in Sep- 
tember. Deputy Adolph Groeber, of 
the Centre party; Phillipp Schelde- 
mann, the Socialist leader and now 
secretary of state in Prince Maximili- 
an's government; Deputy Fischbeck, 
and Dr, Gustav Stresemann, of the 
National Liberal party, were the chief 
critics. The keynote of their remarks 
Was that the military policy reduces 
the civil government to the role of a 
puppet. 

According to the Vorwaerts of Sep- 
tember 26th, the address of Herr Groe- 
ber was the greatest surprise of the 
day. In the past he has been a strong 


supporter of the militarist forces. 
During the debate he turned upon 
Chancellor von Hertling, and also 


upon General von Stein, Prussian war 
minister, accusing the latter of having 
forbidden meetings in favor of the 
peace resolution passed by the Relich- 
stag in July, 1917. 

Philipp Scheidemann was unspar- 
ing in his criticism of conditions which 
have arisen during recent months. He 
said in part: 

“The last year has been the worst 
ever lived by the German people, It 
was believed that following the con- 
clusion of peace in the east, a military 
superiority had been created in the 
west. In that we have been deceived. 
Authoritative circles have underesti- 
mated the enemy and this underesti- 
mation has been communicated sug- 
gestively to the people. It has not 
been possible, as the military thought, 
to crush the enemy. We will, on the 
contrary, be compelled to do our 
utmost in avoiding being crushed our-

CALL FOR KAISER’S ABDICATION 


Paris, Oct. 25.—An enormous crowd assembled before the reichstag 
building in Berlin Thursday calling for the abdication of Emperor William 
and the formation of a republic, according to a special dispatch from 
Zurich to l'Information. Dr. Karl Liebknecht, the Socialist leader, who 
has just been released from prison, was applauded frantically, He was 
compelled to enter a carriage filled with flowers from which he made a 
speech, declaring that the time of the people had arrived. 


WILSON APPEALS TO PEOPLE 


Washington, Oct. 25.—President Wilson today issued an appeal to 
the people to return a Democratic congress in the November elections if 
they approve his course in this critical period. Returning of a Repub- 
lean majority to either house of the congress, the president said, “would 
certainly be interpreted on the other side of the water as a repudiation 
of my leadership.” The president said he would accept the country's 
verdict without cavil, but that if it was adverse the power to administer 
the great trust assigned to him would be seriously impaired.

HOW GERMANY I8 GOVERNED. 
Los Angeles Times. 

Strictly speaking, there is no such 
country or political entity as Ger- 
many. And there is no emperor of 
Germany. 

The German empire is a confeder- 
ation composed of: 

Four kingdoms: Prussia, Bavaria, 
Baxony and Wurtemburg. 

Six grand duchies: 
Darmstadt, Saze-Weimar, 
Mecklenburg- Strelite and Mecklen- 
bure-Schwerin. 

Vive duchies: Baxe-Meiningen, 
Saxe-Altenburg, Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, 
Brunswick and Anhalt. 
Seven principalities: 
Sonderhausen, Schwartzburg-Rudol- 
stadt, Waldeck, Reuss (younger line), 
Reuss (older line), Lippe and 
Schaumburg-Lippe. 

Three free cities: 
men and Lubeck. 

One imperial province, Alsace-Lor- 
raine. 

Bach of these kingdoms has its own 
ruler and government, Saxony and 
Bavaria, for instance, send ambassa- 
dors to Prussia and to each other as 
to foreign countries 

The executive head of the imperial 
government is the kaiser or German 
emperor (not emperor of Germany). 
Although as head of the combined 
armies of the German states he is su- 
preme in war, he is supposed to have 
very little civil power, It is frequent. 
ly said that he has less power than the 
president of the United States. As a 
matter of fact, this is bunk. The em- 
peror rules. This is the way it comes 
about: 

The emperor is also king of Prussia. 

Prussia is ruled by a congress con- 
sisting of two houses

be celebrated by our boys amid the sound of 

booming guns and bursting shrapnel, the whirr 
or armed airplanes, the dangers, hardships and privations of life in an army at war. 
Next Christmas, if all goes well, they will be home to eat Christmas turkey and plum 
pudding with their feet under the home table. What joy it will be to you then to hear 
them tell of the pleasure and satisfaction they had out of your Christmas parcel this year. So do 
your best to make this Christmas the best war Christmas the boys have had. 

Don’t stint. Send them all you can. Let the boys know that you think of them a lot and 
that you think a lot of them. Let your Christmasmessage be in deeds as well as words. Write your 
Christmas letter, and in it tell them there is a parcel coming, and let it be a good one. 

Then, there are the boys of our army who have no homes in Canada, perhaps have no loving 
friends anywhere—the boys who are fighting for us just as valiantly as those who have their own 
homes, their wives, sisters, mothers and sweethearts to defend. Don’t let their Christmas be lonely 
because they have no mother or sisters or wives. Let them know we appreciate their sacrifices and 
heroism even if we do not know their names. Make up a box for the lonely, homeless boy and address 
it so that the authorities will see that it goes to some soldier boy who gets no other Christmas parcel. 

Send your parcels in good time. They must leave Edmonton by November Ist to get there 
before Christmas. Don’t delay. Don’t run the risk of having your boy think he is forgotten at 
home, because Christmas morning in the dugout or trench, in the hospital or at the base, finds no 
Christmas parcel from home for him. Save him these feelings by making sure your parcel leaves 
early—better too early than too late. 


WHAT TO SEND IN THE PARCEL 
There are no restrictions as to what ean be sent through the mails, except that no explosives, 
matches, celluloids or liquors ean be sent through the mails. Tins or bottles of butter and other oily 
or liquid substances must be put in boxes with some absorbent such as sawdust, absorbent cotton, etc., 
to absorb anything that may leak out.

Tick tacks are the most common j 
Hallowe'en contrivance. Fig. 1 shows 
the common. spool tick-tack. It is} 


made by cutting notches on both ends | 
of an empty thread spool, then make | 
a handle about two feet long and fas- 
ten the spool to the end as indicated 
with a screw, Tie one end of a piece 
rest of the string about the spool. 
handle in the left hand, the end of the 
string in the right. Press the notched 
edges of the spool! against a pane of 
glass, pull the string, causing the spool 
be-

Another type of tick-tack is shown 
by Fig. 5. It is fastened to a window 
pane by wetting and pressing against 
the pane the same as some sunshades 
are fastened to the windshield of an 
automobile. The little rubber disc 
can be obtained by breaking the neck 
of an old style pop bottle and slipping | 
it off the closing fixture. Any common 
flathead screw will do. This tick- 
tack can be operated some distance 
from the window. After fastening the 
rubber to the pane jerk the knots be- 
tween the first finger and thumb nail, 
producing a tapping noise. 

Figures 3 and 4 are lanterns made 
of paper shoe boxes and in cans or 
paint pails. It is well to paste a piece 
of colored paper over the nose mouth 
and eyes so the candle cannot be seen. 
It Is necessary to punch holes on the 
back, sides, top or bottom, otherwise 
the candle will burn out in a few min- 
utes.
